William Boone, 
79, Dies After 
Crash on RI. 34 


Two Eldorado 
Youths Hurt in 
Second Sunday Mishap 


A Harco man lost his life in one 
of two bad wrecks in the county 
Sunday. 
Dead is William Boone, 79-year- 
old retired miner of Harco. He 
was fatally injured during the noon 
hour Sunday in a two-car near 
head-on collision on Route 34 at 
the Harco crossing two miles west 
of Galatia. 
In the other crash, two Eldorado 
youths received hospital treatment 
when their car, containing six, left 
Route 45 at the Venice club curve 
at Muddy at 5:30 a. rn. yesterday. 
Boone died at 11:30 last night 
at Harrisburg hospital, about ll 
hours after the crash.

Policeman Michael Tag­ 
gart, who with State Policeman 
Arthur

covered the 
Route 34 accident, said that Boone 
was driving alone and that his 
auto figured in a collision with one 
driven by Gordon B. Kern, 18, of 
Benton 
Kern and his companion, 
Kay Rodgers, 17, Benton, returned 
to Benton with minor injuries. 
Made Left Turn 
Taggart said their investigation 
showed that Boone was travelling 
west and made a left turn at' the 
Harfco crossing as the Kern car 
was approaching from the west. 
Kern was driving a X956 model car, 
which ran off into a ditch on the 
right side of the road following 
the crash. 
Boone was in a IMI 
model auto, 
Boone was rushed to the Harris­ 
burg hospital. 
His body was moved last night 
to the Harrisburg funeral home. 
Today Coroner Elmer M. Gib­ 
bons was making his investigation 
into the accident. 
He had not set 
a date for the inquest.

W. W. Damron, 72, U. S. Com­ 
missioner, and prominent Harris­ 
burg attorney and former judge, 
died at 10:50 last night in the Light- 
ner hospital. Death followed a lin­ 
gering illness. 
Atty. Damron was born in Vi-1 
cnna April 12, 1883, the son of Al- 
mus G. and 
Edith 
Kuykendall 
Damron. In 1910 he was admitted 
to practice Jaw, and in 1914 he 
came to Harrisburg, where he had 
lived as a child, to establish a law 
office. 
He served as city judge of Har­ 
risburg in 1916, serving until 1918, 
the year in which he was elected 
county judge for a term of four 
years. In *926 he again was elect­ 
ed to the office of county judge. 
From J 936 to 1941 he served again 
as city judge of Harrisburg. 
He 
w'as appointed U. S. Commission­ 
er on Nov. 13, 1953, for a four year 
term.

CHICAGO (CR)—Illinois’ Broyles 
law requiring non communist oaths 
for teachers passed its first court 
test Saturday when a state circuit 
court judge upheld its constitution­ 
ality-

Judge Julius Miner in his ruling 
said the oath is ‘‘not violative of 
any constitutional provision. 
‘‘A teacher who is devoid of 
loyalty to our government is not to 
be trusted in so sensitive an arca 
as education to youth. In the des­ 
perate battle for youths’ minds, the 
state must protect the integrity of 
its schools against their perversion 
to subversive ends,” Miner said. 
Attorneys 
for 
three 
Chicago 
teachers who brought the court ac­ 
tion said they would appeal the 
ruling to the 
Illinois 
Supreme 
Court. 
The teachers, Mrs. Shirley Lens, 
Mrs. Sara Pickus and Albert Sog- 
lin, have been working but have 
not been paid because they have 
not signed the oath. 
School board attorney Frank B. 
Schneberger said the ruling may 
require that the teachers be dis­ 
missed. He said the m atter would 
be studied during the coming week. 
Miner said that the oath require­ 
ment does not infringe on civil 
liberties and attacked the “treach­ 
ery” of Communists who claim that 
loyalty oaths are an invasion of 
civil liberty.

It was cut 67 million 
dollars below the President’s re­ 
quest. 
But the committee added 221 
million dollars to the second meas­ 
ure. 
May Open Tax Loopholes 
Martin also noted that the omni­ 
bus farm bill, now being debated 
by the Senate, probably will call 
for more spending than was esti­ 
mated by the President in his new 
budget. 
A House Commerce subcommit­ 
tee will open hearings Tuesday on 
another threat to the administra- 
tion budget: A bill that would give 
one million railway workers a tax 
cut by exempting their retirement 
fund contributions from income 
taxes. 
Congressional tax experts pre­ 
dicted the strongly - backed bill 
den 
would set a precedent for opening 
tax loopholes. 
They said it also 
would eventually lead to exempt- 
ial 
ing a1! public and private soc 
security contributions from taxa­ 
tion. 
The president in January hand­ 
ed Congress a precariously-balanc­ 
ed budget providing for 65.9 bil­ 
lion dollars in spending. He esti­ 
mated revenues at 66.3 billion dol­ 
lars leaving a slim budget surplus 
of 400 million dollars. 
The administration has frowned 
on a tax cut until some deli re­ 
duction has been achieved. But 
there has been considerable dis­ 
cussion of the possibility amonjj 
congressmen who consider it g> 
election-year material.

He drew a 99-year 
sentence for the first offense and 
1199 years for the second. The one­ 
time mobster is now 57 and gray 
bailed.
